NORTHFIELD PULLING ITSELF OUT 
DESTRUCTION SEEN EVERYWHERE 


Two weeks after the vengeance ! 
of the hurricane struck this com-| 
munity, there remains visible 
much of the destruction every- 
where. Residents with assistance: 
have been endeavoring to clear| 
their premises and to repair the 


damages done to their homes. 
Masons and carpenters, axemen 
and others thus far have been 
only able to make temporary oa 
gress. The remains of uprooted 
trees still line the highways while 
in private areas, the trees lie as 


they fell awaiting some solution 
to the problem. 

The utilities have been most 
busy endeavoring to restore ser- 
vice for eleetric light and tele- 
phone. Many telephone users yet 
remain uticonnected but all have 
electric. service. The street lights 
dre still off. These companies 
have sustained a heavy loss and 
a reconstruction of all lines are 
necessary. Since the disaster, a 
company of linenien from’ Bing- 
hampton, N. Y., have done good 
work here. 

Northfield did not: suffer from 
any flood and the dwellers on 
the meadows were not afflicted as 
in 1986. Many visitors have come 
to town to sce the damage done 
and all have been amazed at the 
work of the winds. The selectmen 
with the aid of the COC boys from 
the Warwick camp have made the 
Schell bridge road passable and 
on Wednesday a similar crew

Don’t Start “Any Fire 


Permits Discontinued 


All burning in the open has 
been forbidden until further no- 
tice from the state, says Commis- 
sioner of Conservation Ernest J. 
Dean, in a letter to our loca! for- 
est fire warden, Charles L. John- 
son and our citizens are advised 
in a legal notice in this issue of 
the “Press.” The notice says, “All 
permits for burning in the open 
air will be discontinued Oct. 1 
until further instruction except 
that they may be used during 
rainy days when there is absolute- 
ly no danger of fires getting be- 
yond control.” 

It is hoped that all will govern 
themselves accordingly as there is 
a severe penalty for violation. 
All woodlands have also ,been 
closed to the public by proclama- 
tion of the Governor. Thousands 
of fallen trees present a rea] men- 
ace in fires, the worst in many 
years. 


Heavy Crop Loss 


Flood and _ hurricane have 
caused tremendous crop losses in 
the county and Robert M. Koch, 
county conservation agent, is com- 
pleting a. survey. Onion losses are 
reported as about five cars in 
Northfield, while tobacco shows 
about 14 sheds destroyed, the 
erop of 89 acres. Standing corn 
for ensilage is damaged by wind 
and water and most of it is unfit 
for food. Total losses will reach 
many thousands of dollars. Fallen 
apples are selling in this vicinity 
for twenty-five cents a bushel.

The special town meeting held 
last Thursday evening, as pro- 
vided for by a warrant issued 
“before the storm,” transacted its 
business in the dimly lighted 
basement of the town hall where 
nearly a hundred citizens had 
gathered, chiefly concerned with 
the article to provide the erection 
of a gymnasium-auditorium at the 
high school according to a plan 
provided by a special committee, 
appointed by the selectmen of 
which E. J. Livingston, a member 
of the school board was chairman. 

Immediately after the article 
was offered, a motion to table the 
same was offered and unanimous- 
ly carried. The article dealing 
with the transfer of $150 from 
the school account to the welfare 
account was carried.

The last article dealt 
with providing a sum of money to 
be used at the discretion of the 
selectmen to relieve storm dam- 
ages. The sum of $4,000 was vot- 
ed after which the meeting was 
adjourned.

Josephine Haskell read the war- 
rant and Moderator William F. 
Hoehn presided.

The most devastating storm in 
the history of New England swept 
over a large section of this region 
on Sept. 21. Several hundred lives 
were lost and property damage 
amounted to many millions of 
dollars. A ninety-mile gale was 
accompanied by a tidal wave on 
the coast and by floods in the 
Merrimac and Connecticut  val- 
leys. Despite the havoc wrought 
by the first hurricane ever record- 
ed in this section, people every- 
where are proceeding calmly in 
the task of rehabilitation and the 
entire section is functioning ef- 
fectively to work out its problems. 
And we will do it in Northfield. 


On Tuesday, Sept. 20, the pri- 
maries were held in Massachusetts. 
Saltonstall carried the day for the 
Republicans and despite the ef- 
forts of votes for Hurley and 
Kelley, former Governor Curley 
carried the day for the Democrats. 
The following day we had a hurri- 
cane. Pehaps it’s an omen of the 
political hurricane on Nov. 8 when 
the big winds will sweep Salton- 
stall into the Governorship and 
Curley into oblivion. What do you 
think?

Hurricane and Highways 


I have travelled in the wake of 
a hurricane. I have seen death 
and destruction in New England. 
I also witnessed the way in which 
highways withstood that terrific 
blast and I want to tell you of 
the admirable part they played in 
bringing help and restoring order. 

The village where I used to 
live sustained considerable mutil- 
ation and I was, of course, first 
of all concerned with the safety 
of my people and the extent of 
the damage to the places I knew 
as a boy. But I could not help but 
interest myself in the effect of the 
hurricane on the highways. For- 
tunately, there were no lives lost 
in our village, though many 
homes wre smashed and trees 
uprooted everywhere, many of 
them 100-year-old-elms, two to 
four feet in diameter. 

Although the highways were at 
first completely blocked by fallen 
trees, they were cleared within a 
few hours and were soon in full 
use again by traffic, despite the 
worst storm New England has 
ever experienced. The ability of 
the highways to cope with this 
situation made possible the trans- 
portation of food and medical 
supple? and prevented the de- 
privaiton in towns and smaller 
eommimitias which so often fol- 
lown major disssters.

The Back Yard Gardener 


The other week when the hurri- 
cane struck I was at Presque Isle, 
Maine, in the heart of the much- 
talked-of Aroostook potato dis- 


trict, so this hurricane seems more 
or less of a dream to me, Perhap’s 
it’s a nightmare to you folks. And 
since you probably know and can 
remember all you want about the 
hurricane, I’m going to tell you a 
bit about what I saw 
territory. 

It really-is a little bit hard to 
describe that country, but it cer- 
tainly is beautiful when consid- 
ered from the farming point of 
view—in fact, from almost any 
point of view. 

It was not so level as I had 
imagined it. There was sort of a 
twisting roll to the countryside. 
;The result was that from the top 
‘of almost any little knoll you 
_could see for miles and miles in 
all directions. The dark color of 
‘the dead vines or newly dug fields 
jintermingled with the yellow oat 
jstubble and the green of second 
crop clover made a_ beautiful 
countryside. 

As far as potatoes were con- 
cerned—vwell, I guess all you read 
{about the place is correct. Here 
jare a few figures which I picked 
jup from the county agricultural 
lagent who has charge of helping 
the farmers in that great so-called 
‘inland empire. They have about 
5600 gowers in the one county 
| who do nothing else much but 
raise potatoes. The oats are used 
to feed their horses and a few 
‘cows. The average number of 
|horses is about three. The oats 
| serve as a cover crop for the 
clover which is cut once and the 
second cop is plowed under as 
| green manure, thus making a 
three-year rotation. Some men 
plant crimson clover immediately 
after digging and plow this under 
the next year, thus having a two- 
year rotation. 

| All told ,Aroostook county has 
150,000 adhe of potatoes and the 
average yield last year was about 
800 bushels per acre, although 
this year it is going to run less, 


west |50me years it has been more. 


The men who do the picking in 
the field get paid 7% cents a 
barrel. That would be about 75 


‘centa a day if I were doing the 


picking, but the county agent told 
me that-a good man can pick up 
100 to 125 barrels a day. That 
would mean 12 to 18 tons lifted. 
It makes my back ache just to 
think about it. I saw one field so 
large they had a dining car lunch 
in the center of the patch. Well, 
maybe that is stretching it a bit, 
but we did see one field with 500 
acres. Some farmers have as many 
as 1000 to 1200 acres, but the 
average is somewhere between 20 
and 25 acres. The agent said that 
35 to 40 acres made a unit that 
would give a man a good living 
all years considered. In other 
words, the men who carried that 
nomber of acres of potatoes seém- 
ed to make out better than the 
others. 

It seemed to me that most of 
thé diggers are horse-drawn but 
maehine-ron, if you know what I 
mé&h.
